WATER RESOURCES CONFERENCE 


Congressman Brad Morse has called for a Wa- 
ter Resources Conference, in Liberty Hall in 
Lowell, to be held early in October. The con- 
ference is to have as participants key men from 
the Departments of Health, Education & Welfare, 
and Agriculture, the Army Corps of Engineers 
and the Housing and Home Finance Agency. It is 
to cover every facet of the problems involved 
in water supply, pollution abatement and sewage 
treatment in Middlesex County. 

Inasmuch as Wilmington has for over 10 years 
been interested in an improvement of the Ip- 
swich River, as well as for other reasons, it 
might behoove our Selectmen to appoint a re- 
presentative to attend this conference. 


THE ASSISTANT TO THE TM 


According to our reckoning the young man who 
has been helping the Town Manager, with a title 
of "Assistant to the Town Manager" has been 
paid in excess of $500 to date, this summer. 

We cannot help but remark on this. As we 
have said before, his name is not on any pay- 
roll. Payroll or not, we would guess that the 
money that is being used comes from the extra 
money that the TM put into the Town Hall ac- 
count, last spring. 

In one of the hearings before the annual 
Town Meeting the TM explained that there was 
extra money in this budget to provide for an 
extra clerk who would be divided between the 
Town Clerk and the Town Treasurer, both of whom 
he described as overworked. 

Neither of these individuals have had any 
extra help, and the overworked TM seems to be 
the one who was meant. 

It reminds us of Dean Cushing and his as- 
sistants. We didn't know Dean paid those boys, 
for that we take off our hat to Cecil, but ha- 
ving assistants didn't help Dean very much. 

Dean was agreat one to grab credit for every 
industry that moved in, whether or not he had 
had any part in the movement. When he finally 
moved to Gloucester reporters from the Glouces— 
ter Times came to town to see all the industry 
Dean had brought to town. 

They received some rude treatment, from some 
Places that had started their planning some 
years before Dean was ever heard of - just as 
some of the present industries began their 
Planning long before this year of Our Lord 1961 

But Dean, as he galloped around town, always 
had an answer to Selectmen's questions, which

or no Assistant. 

There were two questions Monday night, for 
instance - one was about Lowell Street and one 
was about the planned extension of Hathaway 
Acres. 

A letter was received from the State by the 
Selectmen, saying that 2401 feet of Lowell St. 
was approved as a Chapter 90 Maintainance pro- 
ject for the year. Details on this type of work 
are always approved locally, by a responsible 
official, before the State DPW approves of it. 
Either the TM or the Town Engineer must have 
been consulted, yet our TM didn't know a thing 
about it, and the Selectmen were left to guess. 

In the second instance, Monday night, the TM 
was asked a question about the contour plans 
in the proposed extension of Hathaway Acres. 

He didn't know - yet the developer had dis- 
cussed those plans with the Planning Board just 
six days previously, and Cecil had had plenty 


of time to find out - seeing that he, unlike 
Previous Town Managers, doesn't bother attend 
ing Planning Board meetings. 

Any other Town Manager that Wilmington has 
ever had would have rattled off the answer to 
those questions without any hesitation whatso- 
ever.

NOT ALL SHELTER BUILDERS 
CAN BE APPROVED SAYS LA RIVEE 


Rene La Rivee, Director of 
Civil Defense of ‘ilmington 
has warned the people of Wil- 
mington against some unethical 
people who are attempting to 
capitalize on the upswing in 
Civil Defense - Preparedness 
interest. 

Most builders and suppliers 
are competent and ethical, but 
there are reports from the 
Massachusetts Civil Defense 
Agency that a few unscrupulous 
or poorly informed promoters 
have been mis-representing 
their products. 


The shelter plans prepared by 
the Massachusetts Civil De- 
fense Agency are for FALLOUT 
shelters - not for BLAST 
Shelters, Mr. La Rivee pointed 
out. The prefabricated or pre- 
cast shelters being sold com- 
mercially with Federal Civil 
Defense ‘acceptance’ have been 
accepted as a fallout protect- 
ion only, Any statement that 
such a shelter will give sig- 
nificant protection against 
blast will be reason for sus- 
picion, 


Blast Shelters can be built, 
but they are much more compli- 
cated and much more expensive. 
Any citizen who plans a shel- 
ter against blast may obtain 
basic specifications from the 
Massachusetts Civil Defense 
Agency, or have his architect 
or engineer obtain them, 

Mr La Rivee also warned a- 
gainst ‘protective’ suits or 
clothing against radioactive 
fallout. No garment has been 
accepted by the Federai Civil 
Defense for such use, and any 
now offered, to the best of my 
knowledge, offer little or no 
protection, he said. 

Plans for Fallout Shelters 
are available in the Town Hall 
for the asking, La Rivee point 
ed out, One merely has to ask 
the Town Manager's secretary 
and the plans will be given 
free of charge. 

Please do not call my home 
and ask me to mail a copy. I 
am not supplied with money for 
this purpose. 

La Rivee revealed that over 
one hundred Wilmington people 
have so far requested that he 
mail them copies of the plans.
